He has effected an alliance with Pierce and 
Commodore Garrison, who are building the 
Galveston, Houston & San Antonio Railroad of 
Texas, whereby be will make connection with 
their road at EI Paso. He has also gota con- 
trolling interest in the Mobile, New Orleans & 
Texas Road, which has eighty miles built west 
of New Orleans to Donaldsonville, and eighty 
miles more graded, which, when finished, wili 
unite with the Ga!veston, Houston & San An- 
tonio at Houston. He has by these connections 
cut right into the Southern interests, which have 
been the chief reliance of Tom Scott. He now 
promos to press his bill, which was before the

the Southern Herne of Colitornia 1 from Fort 
Yuma to the Rio Grande at EI Paso. This bill, 
with some changes, was introduced inthe House 
a few days since by Mr. Money. of Mississippi, 
hitherto a friend of the Texas Pacific.

We loaned you 
what purported to be a dollar, but which 
was really only 80 cents,” they say in effect, 
but we demand in repayment what purports 
to be a dollar, but which is really 120 or 125 
cents.”

LEARNED BLACKSMITH, 

One of the remarkable men of the age is now 
lying at the point of death. The title ot the 
learned blacksmith,” which was bestowed upon 
Exisvu Burritt as long ago as 1840, is pecu- 
liarly indicative of the man and of his claim to 
the position which few will hesitate in accord- 
ing him. Without natural talents, and almost 
entirely deprived of educational facilities, he 
yet succeeded by the mere force af dogged per- 
severance in acquiring an unusual knowledge of 
mathematics and foreign languages, and in 
lifting himself up from obscurity and poverty 


into a position of social and political influence. 


His example has been, and will always be, of 
incalculable benefit to the youth of the country. 
E.invu Bonnrrr was born at New Britain, Conn., 
Dec. 8, 1810, being the youngest son in a family 
of ten children, five of whem were girls. His 
parents were of Scotch descent, and his father 
and grandfather had both fought for the Re- 
public in the Revolutionary War. In the year 
1828 his father died, leaving young EL de- 
pendent upon his own exertions for a living. 
The great problem which always presents itself 
to young men of his age was readily solved by 
him, for he immediately apprenticed himself to 
a blacksmith of his native town, and began at 
the same time the system of self-education which 
later bore such abundant fruit, and gained him 
an almost world-wide name. Without neglect- 
ing his trade, he yet managed to acquire con- 
siderable skill in mathematics. While his mus- 
cle was employed at the anvil, bis mind was 
constantly busied in propounding and solving 
problems, until his proficiency in mental arith- 
metic became the wonder of the neighborhood. 
At the end of three years he had the proud sat- 
isfaction of knowing that he was one of the best 
blacksmiths in the State. By the aavice of his 
brother ELuaR, who was theh teaching school 
in New Britain, he began the stady of Greek 
ana Latin as well as of several modern lan- 
guages, and, after continuing several months at 
his brother’s school, removed to New Haven, in 
order to be under the inspiration, of Yale Col- 
lege. His first beginnings in Greek were made 
in so novel a manner as to be worth mention. 
Being ashamed to seek advice instruction 
from the Professors of the coileg@; he obtained 
a Greek grammar and a copy of the Jliad, and 
sat down to transiate the latter with the aid 
only of a lexicon with Latin definitions. At the 
end of the tirst afternoon he: had translated and 
committed to memory fifteen lines. Soon after 
this time he obtained a situation as teacher of 
a district school, but was obliged to abandon it 
on account of ill health, He next went 
into business, but in 1887 was ruined 
by the financial crisis. He then remov- 
ed to Worcester, Mass., and resumed

Famine has played a ter- 
rible part in devastating this rich Empire. 
Since 1837 there have been five great 
famines, and within the last ten or fifteen 
years over 8,000,000 of the natives have fallen 
victims to their ravages, entailing not only a 
loss of population but a loss of produce, of 
revenue, and of actual wealth, the value of 
which cannot be computed. The Empire is 
taxed as dry as a squeezed orange. Mr. Bricut 
himself admits that it is not possible to leyy 
another tax, or even if it were, less money 
would be produced, because it would destroy 
existing taxes. The Government levies land 
taxes, income taxes, import duties, stamp 
duties, and an oppressive salt duty, until no 
more taxes can be levied, and yet it spends 
the $300,900,000 which it gathers every year, 
and has plunged into debt $500,000,000 more 
than all it can levy. The Indian Government, 
therefore, is continually on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. The Government has spent from 
$800,000,000 to $900,000,000 on railways, and 
yet the vast bulk of India is not touch- 
ed by them at all, and. insufficient transpor- 
tation is furnished for the crops. The aver- 
age returns from the 7,000 miles of railroad 
are 3 per cent, while the total loss in inter- 
est on share capital and on the debt is $15,- 
000,000 a year. Six men, sent from Great 
Britian to Calcutta, which is located 
about where New Orleans is in this 
country, actually govern or attémpt to gov- 
ern the 250,000,000 people of India, whom 
they never see and never haveknown, but 
they do not eat the revenues aldne.

That there is a serious defect somewhere 
in the administration of the Indian Govern- 
ment is now becoming spparent to the 
English people, and they are moving vigor- 
ously to adopt some measures that will en- 
large the meansof sustenance, prevent starva- 
tion, and enable the people to pay more taxes. 
One of these measures was suggested by Sir 
Auron Corton in his speech, namely, the 
construction of a vast reservoir to hold 1, 500, 


came editor of the Cilizen of the World, a paper 
in Philadelphia devoted to the advocacy of com- 
pensated emancipation of the slaves.

Quite recently he has been 
subject to attacks of hemorrhage, and nis condi- 
tion is now regarded as extremely precarious.

This is 
not right. It is positively vograteful treatment 
of the generous-hearted Khedive, who so mag- 
nanimously offered to deprive himself of his 
last needle in order to thread the two nations 
together in amity and peace. Perhaps an ex- 
planation of this sudden reticence may be found 
in a letter from Egypt which has just now been 


published. Thecorrespondent innocently states 


that, although he had conversed with many 
people who bave daily access to the Khedive, he 
has not yet found one who has ever heard a 
word from his Highness’ lips concerning the 
alleged gift to America. The inference is that 
the Khedive has never made any such-offer, and 
the probability is that he never will, ‘while the 
certainty remains that the New York papers 
have been humbugging their readers. 

That there will be any serious trouble be- 
tween the United States and Mexico on account 
ofthe present border troubles is doubted by 
Gen. Esconnpo, late Mexican Minister of War. 
The order issued by the Diaz Government, di- 
recting Mexican troops to pursue Texan 
marauders to the frontier, had been rescinded, 
and, as for any other difficulties, there were 
none except such ds had existed fora long 
time without giving rise to war.
